IT am writing this letter to you,for some help in this matter,l have been liwing at 
this adress,from 1963 untell the present time,I came home one day in July 1968. 

and found a Summons sticking to the doore,I was to be in Court on the 7 of Augst. 
1968 Defendant's default in the payment of rent,there being now due rent in the 

sum of $ 181,00 for the period fran 6/14/68 to 8/1h/68,I went to Court four times 
before I got a dismissle for my rent was paid up and I have the receipts to show which 
I did te Judge Howard,Some time in September,Harrison & Adams Co,932 K Street, NW. 
Herman Miller-Virginia H,Adams,l:2I Fourth Street,N.W,filled another summons 

against me,this time I was not served with a summons and when my name was called 

in the assembly roon,a judgment was filled against me,October l, 1968 I came home 

from work,I looked in the mail box and there was a letter,from the Marshal telling 

me that Oct 7 1968,that he would be here to set my things out,I went right down to 
General Sessions Court,and had a talk with the clerk,and showed him this notice 

and he went to the files,and brought out the summons,that was there showing that a 
judgment was filled against me,for $ I09,1 mxig explained to him that I did'not owe 
any rent,He told me that he did'nct know to tell me to do there was not any thing 

that could be did about it and that I should have been there to answer,I went to Mpg. 
Green, and told here what had happened,she told me not to worry that she would take 
care of every thing.Mrs,Green,kkkentaken me before Judge Alexander,and showed him 

the receipts,and he issued a stay,and the marshal was informed,to the effect,he 

set the 9 of October,for me to be in court,I was there one the 9 of Oct,Herman 
Miller,the lawyer,for Harrison & Adams Co,asked for a delay to study the action of 
the Court,end why he was not informed in writing,Oct 16 1968,was the next date,I 

was to have a lawyer,buy that time, got Edward C,Bou, he meet me in the Court before 

the Court was in sesion,and he told me that he had another case upstars,on the second 
floor,and if the case should come up before he got pack that I could ask the Judge to 

pass the case for later,I told him that I had been in the assembely room for roole 
call,and my name had not been called and I had raised hell with the clerk and thay 

had a very hard time finding,the summons,for Miller ,had went and had the charges withdrawn 
Bou,told me that I had nothing to worry about,then when the case was called Bou was 

not in Court,dudge Atexander,dismissed the summons,l called Bou,and told him what was 
the out come,and he told me that ,that was fine,and that he would call me in a few days 
for he wanted to se what was one the papers, iir,Bou,gave me all of the receipts that I 
had given him.he told me that I had to give hin &TS dollars to check the recods in the 
Court ,which I did I did'not sign any papers at all I told him that I was going to fill

I have been reading about the school case that you had,and I feal that you would 
have a good lawyer.for this was a false judgment.and the time that I have lost 

@oing to court.and the embarraassment,from this matter.I do hope that you will help 
Me in this matter,all I want to know is a good lawyer,I would like very much to 

meet you and talk this mater om over,Yours truly
